Applicant's arguments filed 06/05/2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argued the following: 

a) Oleary fails to disclose a method for arranging user-modified variable names in a presentation list. 

b) Oleary fails to disclose a method in which the variables are sorted according to a priority attribute and other secondary attributes. 
Nowhere does Oleary disclose that a variable can have any type of attribute associated with a priority for presenting the variable. 
Furthermore, Oleary fails to disclose any type of sorting of variables in the presentation list. Nowhere does Oleary disclose that existing 
references in such a presentation list would be re-sorted based on the new reference. 

Examiner disagrees for the following reasons: 

Per a) Oleary clearly teaches the arranging of user-modified variable names in a list (col. 4, lines 1-7; col.4, lines 41-53; Fig. 3, section 308 
includes the user-modified list which is arranged according to the newest entry). 

Per b) O' Leary does teach the variables sorted according to a priority attribute (col.4, lines 41-53). The attribute being the newest entry 
having the greatest priority over previous entries and arranging the list where the newest entry which would be the one with the greatest 
priority being arranged to be at the top of the list over existing entries. .
